I live close to the small city of 
Grapeland, one of the best o f its 
size in the State. 
In it is published 
one of the best country newspapers 
in the State. 
Being in very close 
touch with the country people, the 
Grapeland M essenger is stocked with 
a fair share of country sense. 
For awhile, however, I became un­ 
easy lest the M essenger, under the 
influence of Joe Taylor’s dope in the 
Dal-Gal News, would 
acquire 
too 
much city ‘'sm artness,” at the ex­ 
pense of its stock of country sense. 
B ut I guess if s all right. 


I observe that latterly, the ’’smart­ 
ness” of the complacent Optimisky 
o f the bifurcated Newsies is giving 
place more and more to the country 
wisdom of Bob Milner of the Rusk 
County News, of Henderson, Texas. 
Mr. Optimisky’s job is to hypno­ 
tize the country newspapers o f Tex­ 
as into following the lead of a jour­ 
nalistic influence, the promoters ofc 
which never drew a breath in sym­ 
pathy with people who work in the 
day time and sleep at night. 


W ell, that’s all right for the Mes­ 
senger to stay from under the spell 
of a most sinister influence, camou­ 
flaged by a stall at sunny “smart­ 
ness;” but a good many Texas coun­ 
try 
newspapers 
appear 
to 
have 
trouble to “stay from under.” 
For instance, this influence 
has 
got my own county newspaper and 
gone with it. 
It has got so lately, 
that its complacency over “existing 
conditions” goes Mr. Optimisky sev­ 
eral better and beats him mane and 
tail up. 
It thinks the administration of the 
Federal Reserve System is good for 
everybody, and tells the farmers to 
their faces that if they are not hav­ 
ing as good luck as they ought, it is 
their own fault. 
As long 
as 
the 
farm ers pay for it and the town peo­ 
ple advertise in it, it will continue 
o f course to follow the lead of Mr. 
Optimisky. 
And the town people will continue 
to advertise in it as long as the coun­ 
try people continue to subscribe for 
it. 
A fter all, if the farm ers continue 
to subscribe for papers 
and 
elect 
people to office who give them dirt 
and then rub it in, maybe a lot of 
their trouble is their own fault. 
In Jim Hoog’s time, the city news­ 
papers were against the people who 
work for a living, as they are today. 
But nearly all the country newspa­ 
pers lined up on the side of the com­ 
mon people and their great Tribune. 
W ithout the influence of the coun­ 
try press, Hogg never could have 
placed 
upon the statute books of 
T exas so mach constructive legisla­ 
tion which no man would dare to 
attem pt to remove. 
But suppose another great Tribune 
o f the common people should estab­ 
lish a storm center 
of 
RADICAL 
SAI ET'i 
in Texas, as against the 
present advancing wave of REAC­ 
T I O N A R Y , “CONSERVATIVE,” 
UN SA FETY which, unless it is stem ­ 
med, will 
wreck 
our 
Government 
fundam entally sound, how would the 
country press line up? 
J greatly fear there would he more 
like my county paper than Grapeland 
M essengers and Rusk County Newses. 
A saving phase, however, of the re­ 
actionary corruption of the country 
press, is the fact that in the dry rot 
H'Ont'-TTitmr, upon 
chich it is rom 


in* to pride itself, it does not always 
represent the most substantial busi­ 
ness element o f its town. 
By this I mean that the noisiest 
business bunch in the town is never 
or hardly ever the safest. 
Reminds 
that a year or two ago, I asked the 
boss banker o f a big Texas town if 
its Chamber o f Commerce fairly rep­ 
resented the business sentim ent of 
the town. 
He gave me a quizzical 
look a n i replied: “ Mr. Claridge, not 
to go any further, I am afraid it rep­ 
resents a clique among the business 
men of this town, and not the most 
substantial at that.” 
n o sin g these, few remarks, I beg to 
advise that there really 
are 
such 
things as conservative unsafety and 
radical safety. 
In other words, that 
while Jim Hogg was a radical of radi­ 
cals, same as I am, he never did any 
more than I would to harm a Govern­ 
ment like ours, built from the bottom 
up; but which is coming to be ad­ 
ministered from the top down. Yours, 
from the bottom up— Claridge.
